. breach of that Law which is between Natien and Nation; no 
more then Goods once ſold and delivered, can be recovered or

5 And althouzh even the ſajd Cities ſhoula conſent to ſuch Revo- 
cation, ytt ugleſs-firft Reſtitution and Reparation were made 
unto them of and for thoſe Expences and Services, by which 
Ancient Merits they obtained theſe Rights,and of the Damages 
by them ſuſtained, it were not. juſt to deprive them thereof.

Poſſeſhon,or thoſe Liberties,Exemption from Taxes, and other 
their Rights by them obtained in perpetuity, as ſome 1nformers 
do endeavor to deſpoil them. | 


T he Second Fallacy.” 


AS ofcen as theſe Men diſcourſe of the firft Riſe, Title, and Au- ' 
£ A thority, by which the Hanſe-C3ties poſleſs the Stillyard ; they. 
ſpeak as if they had obrained the ſame without the knowledge, and 
againſt the conſent of rhe pebple ; and therefore they mention only 
the Kings Grants, but omitthoſe of the Parliaments: And this to 


no other end, but to traduce and render the more odions their 


whole Right before the people, and thoſe of ths generality and all * 
others, who are unvexſed in andignorant of the Verity of their 
Caſe. W hereas indeed, 
1x The Kings alone in their Private were not the ſole Authors 
of theſe their Rights, bur the ſame were alſo publickly ſeen, 
conſidered, approved, ſolemaly ratified and confirmed by the 
Parliaments : Of which Rarificacions, the ſeveral Originals,” 
together with the Kings Letters Patents, are to, be found 
among the Records of the ſaid Hayſes. 
2 As moreover in. the ſame are Extant in Authentick Form, 
ſome Solemn Acts of the City of Londen, acknowledging and 
accepting the ſame Rights aad Priviledges, |

T That it is not true which the S»forwers feign, as if our Right did 
depend upon the ſole authoricy and grant of the Kings. 

3. Bat it is much leſs true, That the ſame were obtained without 
conſent of the People; being the People is, and always will 
be repreſentatively in the Parliaments, 

3 Thatit is moſt untrue ( as ſomerimes it is ſuggeſted ) as if the 

*_ ſam<hadbeenobtained by any ſordid or unlawful means, yea 
the Oppoſers of our Rights ( when at any time there have 
been ſuch ) by abuſing the lenitie-of the Kings, have indeed 
rather prevailed in whatſoever they obtained againſt us in for- 
mer times ,. by ſiniſter diverſions of their grace and favor 
And therefore the ſame having been deteRed, they have failed 
in their attempts, and hitherto our right hath remained eatire. 

4 Hence it appeareth, That our Right by the acceſſion of the au- 
thority of Parliament is altogether become irrevocable: For 
as the People can never die, but that the People is alwaies 
judged to be the ſame, ſo alſo Parliaments meecting in the 
place of the People, do always repreſent the ſame and one Par- 
liament, Wherefore however a lawful Parliament may abro- 
gate the Acts of Kings, yet nevertheleſs it cannot revoke the 
Agts of a Parliament alike equally lawful z Foraſmuch as Par 7z 
parem xo habeat imperium; And it is to be believed they will 
nor,” as neither being conſiſtent with the Commonweal, nor 
that one Parliament will eafily do that to their predeceflors, 
which it would not have done to it {elf by their ſucceſſors, 


The Third Fallacy. 


Ur it is ſaid, Thar all their Rights were granted under certain 
conditions and for ſome certain end, amongſt which princi- 
pally was the Exportation of Engliſh Clothes in ſuch abundance, 
as the whole Nation ſhould be ſenſible of the benefic thereof. 

But that now no Clothes are any more exported by the Hayes, 
bur that this Trade is reduced to the Merchants-Adventurers, and - 
_ that they oftentimes in one year have exported more then doable 
the namber which the Hanſes formerly exported in two or three

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But,' x As to what concerns England, the benefit of the Trade of 


Clothing was not the ſole condition or cauſe of the Hances 
Right, bur rather alone that the Nation of Zzgland ſhould 
be ciſcharged of avaſt Debt wherein it was obliged ro the 
Hanſes ;, And at that time it was to them a great advantage, 
that the Hanſe-Cities would in ſatisfaction of this Debr 
rather accept ſome Rights and Priviledges for ſo great a 
Sum of money, which otherwiſe England was obliged to- 
pay them, 

2 So as there was not only regard had to.the benefits which 
in future times England might reap by theſe Priviledges, 
but this principally was intended, that the Hanſes in the 
the coemprion and exportation of Clothes thould for ever 
enjoy a prerogative above other Nations, and -that for 
their known merits and the damages by them ſuſtained, 

3 But moreover to clear this point, to what end or on what 
condition this was contracted, if it. were ſo, it ought to 
have been expreſſed in the Convention it ſelf, being other- 
wiſe there might be many acceſſory Ends aſſigned of one 
and the fame thing; Neither can every Condition have 

. theforce of a Reſolutive Agreement, bur char alone which 
is ſo eſpecially inſerted in che Contra&, that the ſame 
ceaſing, the Contra may be underſtood diſſolved, or ſuch 
as was the ſole and oaly cauſe of the Contra, - 

4 And this is worthy to be obſerved, Thar ir is not tobe im- 
puted to the Haxſes, that they have not hicherto continued
